Don’t strain your eyes unnecessarily. It 
is poor economy to save on light at the 
expense of your eyesight. Use adequate light 
at all times, and have it correctly placed so 
that it falls on your work or whatever you 
are doing. 


Move lamps and furni¬ 
ture together so that the 
light is working for you, 
not you for the light. 
Also be sure to provide 
adequate light, correctly 
placed for children to 
study by. Don’t let them 
strain their eyes using a 
light that is either too 
harsh or too dim. 


Be sure to clean lamps 
and reflectors regularly. 
You will get from 25% 
to 50% more light. A 
damp cloth will clean 
bulbs (be sure they are 
dry before switching the 
light on) and soap and 
water is best for dusty 
bowls and reflectors. 
Discard those dark lamp¬ 
shades and replace them 
with light colored ones 
which reflect tho light.
